To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Livermore: 


I herewith submit my first annual report of the schools 
of Livermore. 

Attached to this report is an itemized account of in- 
come and expenditures and the application of the same to 
the maintenance of your school program. 

It is impossible for me to report the progress of the 
schools during the year but believe most creditable work has 
been done. On entering the service, Dec. 1, 1931, I found 
the school work going very smoothly, the teachers showing 
a capacity for and interest in the work and the pupils man- 
ifesting a high grade of deportment and industry. As a 
whole, I consider the teaching force very efficient and the 
schools measuring up well to standard. 

There has been a lack of textbooks and supplies during 
the year. At least one grade in each school is at present 
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marking time because of insufficient material to go ahead. 
Sanders School is without a set of maps and Brettuns 
School is using a set of pre-war vintage. I do not believe it 
is economy to tolerate these conditions. 

The cost of education per pupil in Common Schools 
during the year was $68.82. Believe this amount can be re- 
duced to $65.00 for the coming year. 

Considerable more money will be needed to care for 
High School tuition. During the past year the town paid 
tuition for 58 students. Ten students will graduate in June 
but there are 22 possible candidates for High School en- 
trance at the opening of school in September.

Town Warrant 


To Linwood F. Edgecomb, Constable of the Town of Liver- 
more, County of Androscoggin and State of Maine: 


GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Livermore, 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to assemble at the 
Vestry of the Universalist Church at Brettun’s Mills, in said 
town, on the seventh day of March A. D. 1932, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To hear the reports of the several town officers 
and act on the same. 


Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors, overseers of the 
poor, treasurer, school committee road commissioner or 
road commissioners, and all other officers necessary to be 
chosen at the annual meeting in the month of March. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to leave the ap- 
pointment of road commissioner or road commissioners in 
the hands of the selectmen. 


Art 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to defray town charges and for the support of the poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to be expended on roads and bridges in winter, or act 
anything in relation thereto. | 
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Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to be expended on roads and bridges in summer or act 
anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote “Yes” or “No” on 
the question of appropriating and raising money necessary 
to entitle the town to State Aid, as provided in Section 19 
of Chapter 25 of the Revised Statutes of 1916. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will ap- 
propriate and raise for the improvemént of the section of 
State Aid road as outlined in the report of the State High- 
way Commission, in addition to the amounts regularly 
raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges, under 
the provision of Section 18, Chapter 25, of the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1916 or under the provisions of Section 21, Chapter 
25, R. S. amended by Chapter 258, P.L. 1917. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to raise money 
and what sum for the maintenance of State and State Aid 
highways during the ensuing year. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of Common Schools for the ensuing 
year or act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the purchase of text-books and supplies for the 
ensuing year or act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 14.. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the repairs of school houses for the ensuing year 
or act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay the tuition of High School scholars for the 
ensuing year or act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 16. To see if the town of Livermore will vote to 
raise the sum of $150.00 to be used for health nurse and 
dental hygiene. 
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Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will vote 


to raise for electric lights for the ensuing year or act any- 
thing in relation thereto. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will raisethesum of $740.00 
for the maintenance of improved sections of Third Class 
. road or to be used in connection with the Third Class ap- 
portionment made by the State for the improvement of 
Third Class roads. (See Section 4, Chapter 260, P. L. 1929) 


Art. 19. To see if the town will co-operate with the 
State in controlling the white pine blister rust in Livermore 
and raise $150.00 for same, or act anything in relation 
thereto. The State guarantees to add fifty per cent to the 
amount raised by the town, the total sum to be spent on 
eradication work. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the observance of Memorial Day to be expended 
under the direction of Kimball Post, G. A. R. or act any- 
thing in relation thereto. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to have the Liver- 
more Falls Fire Department answer all calls for fires, the 
same charges to be made as are made to the town of Jay, or 
act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 22. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to grant and raise to be expended and used for advertising 
the natural resources, advantages and attractions of the 
State of Maine. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $100.00 from the estate of Nettie M. Fuller, late of 
Framingham, Middlesex County, Mass. The interest to be 
used for perpetual care of the Elisha C. Fuller lot in the 
Water’s Hill Cemetery. 


Art. 24. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay on the town debt or act anything in relation 
thereto. 
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Art. 25. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to the collection of taxes for the ensuing year, or act 
anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to instruct its se- 
lectmen to make a temporary loan of money whenever 
necessary.
